Wing Sing has offered $30 for the estate, 
provided the $30 is applied on the claim 
for $80, but the Public Administrator 
has spurned the offer. 

Outside of That, All Is Well. 

With these few exceptions. there is 
nothing to prevent Lawrence Tracy 
getting possession of the room in which 
Wing Sing lived and laundered and died 
and nothing to prevent the owners of 
the. shirts’ and so forth from coming 
inte their own.

Wing Sing lived and ironed In the base 
mant of the Lawrence Tracy domicile.

After a wait of an hour, Henry -H. 
‘Pierce, of Sullivan & Cromwell, was 
recalled by the defense to expound the

the best evidence on the point. Pierce 
testified that such a certified copy was 
admissable in evidence under Section 955 
under the New York court civil proced- 
ure and that it has always been held 
in New York that publie records certi- 
fied by the custodian thereof have been 
admissable in evidence. 
Questioned About Records. 

Plerce was also questioned as to the 
edmissibility of the records of baptismal 
and marriage records as evidence of 
baptism and marriages.

not control a cause on trial in Missouri,

was accepted as proof of pedigree. 
Asked to éxplain what he meant by ped- 
igree, whether he meant such evidence 
was accepted as proof of parentage, 
Pierce said such testimony was ac- 
peted as presumptive evidence of parent- 
age. 

When pinned down as to whether, in 
the Jackson vs. King case a sworn copy 
of a baptismal record was accepted as 
a proof of parentage of a child, Pierce 
wads not sure that was the direct issue 
in that case. Asked if he could cite a 
case in which such evidence had been 
received as proof of parentage, he asked 
and was given permission to consult a 
memorandum. Then he got a copy of 
Fifth Cowan and went over the Jackson 
vs. King case and also cited a recent 
case, Layton vs. Kraft, 111, Appellate 
Division, New York Supreme Court, 843 
in which the records of marriages and 
baptism in the Collegiate Church of 
New York City were admitted to prove 
parentage which was the issue in both 
cases. 

Merely Presumptive Proof. 

He admitted the laws of the State did 
rot compel the keeping of records of 
marriages and baptisms by the State. 
and that this evidence in the cases cited 
had been accepted merely as presump- 
tive proof, subject to rebuttal. Because 
the keeping of such records was not 
compulsory under the law. Ottofy moved 
all the testimony of the witness be 
stricken out. 


Then prompted by Judge Goode, 
Pierce corrected his testimony, after 
looking at the statute by stating that 
clergymen/are compelled by law to keep 
record of marriage.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., Nov. 27.—The mar- 
riage of Beulah Benton Edmondson, à 
Cherokee Indian girl, to Richard Croker, 
former chief of Tammany Hall, in New 


York City yesterday, marks a romantic 
chapter in the history of the Cherokees. 
The bride has dreamed from childhood 
of opportunity to give expression to the 
lofty ideals which have characterized 
her race and her marriage gives her 
ample means to gratify her ambition. 

In the remote hills of Delaware 
County, Oklahoma, then Indian Terri- 
tory Beulah Edmondson was born 30 
years ago. Her father, Wash T. Ed- 
mondson, and her mother still live there 
in a comfortable farm home. 

Beulah was a winsome and attractive 
child. She grew into charming woman- 
hood, with a desire for knowledge and 
expression. 

Something She Wanted te Tell. 

When she as a child roamed the hills 
and waded the streams of her native 
country she often puzzled her Indian 
parents and acquaintances by saying. 
„There ie something in me that I want 
to tell and cannot. This something 
developed with years and training. 

While her parents were and still are 
in comparatively poor circumstances, 
Beulah was fortunate in her kinsmen. 
W. W. Hastings of Tahlequah, Ok., Is 
her uncle. She is his favorite niece 
Hastings wanted to find out what tha‘ 
“something” was. So he caused her 
parents to send Beulah to the Cherokee 
national seminary ‘for girls at Tahle- 
quah, where the Cherokees for nearly 2 
century have educated their giris. 

When she had finished this school, 
Beulah’s thirst fcr knowledge was great- 
er than ever. With her Uncle Hastings 
ghe discussed her future. It was ar- 
ranged for her to continue her studies 
at the Curry.

The expense was borne by 
Hastings. himself a Cherokee, who has 
attained notable success as the leading 
attorney of his race, representing his 
nation in all litigation at Washington, 
and who was recently elected to Con- 
gress.

Surgeons Sentenced in France 

PARIS, Nov. 27.—The permanent 
courtmartial yesterday sentenced Sur- 
n-Majors Collins and Wohlfart, who 
were in charge of the principal field 
hospital of the Second German army 
corps, to a year’s imprisonment for al- 
leged pillage.

700 MEN LOST 


Accident Occurred Off Sheerness, 35 Miles From 
London, When Vessel Was Taking on Am- 
munition—Statesmen Blame Spies

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Officially the de- 
struction of. the battleship Bulwark in 
Sheerness harbor, 3 miles from London, 
yesterday, is regarded as due to an ac- 
cidental explosion in her forward mag- 

azine from causes as yst unknown. 

This was the theory advanced by Win- 
ston Churchill, the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, in the House of Commons 
when he announced the news. 

There was no great upheaval of water, 
he said, as Would have occurred if she 
had been torpedoed or struck by a 
mine. Instead, the ship was. enveloped 
in smoke and flame, and when this had 
cleared nothing could be seen but wreck- 
age floating on the sea. 

An official inquiry, which is being held

ships anchored nearby could reach their 
decks, the Bulwark had disappeared. 
The neighborhood was strewn with an 
enormous amount of wreckage, while 
pieces of the ship were thrown six or 
seven miles onto the Essex shore. Con- 
sidering the size of her navy, great 
Britain has been singularly free from 
disasters of this character. Neverthe- 
less, when the French warship Jena was 
destroyed by an internal explosion in 
1907 all cordite ammunition was tak- 
en from all the British ships and care- 
fully examined. Refrigerators were in- 
stalled in the ships to keep the powder 
cool. 

The Bulwark, which was one of the 
older battleships and was completed in 
1902, cost $6,000,000. 


According to the Standard’s parlia- 
mentary representative, the theory 
which found most acceptance in the 
lebby was that the explosion was an 
act of treachery. The naval expert of 
the Morning Post also points out that 
there are plenty of Germans in the 
country acting as spies. 

Was Leading Ammunition. 

It is stated that the Bulwark was 
loading ammunition at the time of the 
explosion. The hour was early for 
such work and no mention of the fate 
of the ammunition boat is made, hence 
there is strong ground for the nonac- 
ceptance of the consequent theory of 
an explosion from careless handling of 
ammunition. 

The Chronicle correspondent at Sheer- 
ness, deseribing the disaster, says: 

“Lying at her moorings in the harbor, 
the Bulwark was literally torn to pieces 
by the internal explosion. A huge flash 
of flame, then a dense cloud of smoke 
and the battleship had vanished almost 
as completely as though she had never 
existed. The warship sank in less than 
five minutes. 

“Many eye-witnesses have described 
to me the terrible moment in which 
the magnificent ship met her doom. 
Workmen waiting to be relieved after 
the night shift state they were looking 
casually at the shipping in the harbor, 
not observing anything in particular, 
when a terrific fash shot up into the 
sky, followed immediately by clouds 
of smoke. 

“For a few minutes this drifted to 
seaward and to the men's amasement 
not a vestige of the great battleship 
remained.

LONDON, Nov. 27. 
NEW story of the British en- 
counter with the Prussian 
Guard was told today by a 
Corporal of the Warwickshire Regi- 
ment, who is now home wounded.

IS NOW A COW 


Mrs. Helen Mead Awarded Ani- 
mal Worth $60; Costs of 
Case $300. 


After being drawn out as long as 
“the tune the old cow died on,” a 
suit for a cow that was a calf when 
the litigation started has been de- 
cided in favor of Mrs. Helen Meade 
of Oakville by a jury in Judge Me- 
Elhinney’s court at Clayton. 

The verdict was based on the iden- 
tification of the cow’s tail, but the 
defendant, Henry Wehmeyer of Mat- 
tese, says the end is not yet. The 
cow is valued at $60, but costs in the 
case thus far amount to $300 and 
Wehmeyer has filed notice of an ap- 
peal to the State Supreme Court. 

The way the hair grows on a cow's 
tail, the efficacy of four-leaf clovers 
in bringing good luck, and whether @ 
cow can be recognized by its features 
were some of the interesting points 
on which testimony was given at the 
trial. 

Bought Calf Out of Sympathy. 

Mrs. Meade testified that in March, 
1911, she bought a 6-weeks-old Jersey 
ealf from Maj. Howard, U. S. A., at 
Jefferson Barracks. She made the pur- 
chase out of sympathy, she said, be- 
cause she learned the calf was about to 
be taken to a slaughter house. 

In the summer of 1912 she put the calf 
out to pasture on August Kassebaum’s 
pasture at Mattese. There were 18 other 
boarders on the pasture. Kassebaum in 
August, 1912, notified the owners of these 
animals that the drouth had killed the 
grass and advised them to remove their 
cows and calves from the pasture. 

Mrs. Meade testified she was the last 
owner to arrive and she found in the 
pasture only one half-grown calf with- 
out horns. Hers, she said, had beau- 
tiful curling horns. 

Mrs. Meade told of a 10-months’ 
search for her calf and said she ‘‘walked 
more than 50 miles hunting for it.” 

Cow Had Two Calves, 

One day while walking through 4 
meadow near the Ringer road she 
found three four-leaf clovers. This 
was in July, 1913. The calf for which 
she had been searching had meanwhile 
become a cow. Mrs. Meade testified 
she accepted the finding of the four- 
leaf clovers as a sure sign she was on 
the track of her long-lost Jersey. A 
mile further on, she said, she saw her 
cow in Wehmeyer’s pasture. 

Edwin W. Mills, attorney fog Weh- 
meyer, asked Mrs. Meade how it was 
she didn’t find three cows, if each of 
the three four-leaf clovers was lucky. 

„ did,“ said Mrs. Meade. “When I 
found my cow she had two calves.” 

Despite other identification marks, the 
conformation of a cow's tail was the 
point on which the final identification 
hinged. 

Had Lock of Hair From Tall. 

Mrs. Meade introduced in evidence 2 
lock of hair which she had cut from 
her calf’s tail when she first bought it 
She introduced expert witnesses wh? 
testified that the hair at the end of a 
cow’s tall grows in separate tufts, like 
the bristles in a blacking brush, and 
that if one of these tufts is cut off it 
never grows back. There also was test!- 
mony that there was bare spot on the 
tail of the cow claimed by Mrs. Meade. 

To offset this evidence Attorney Ed 
ward E. Goebel, of counsel for Weh- 
meyer preduced in court a cow’s tail. 
He wanted to introduce it in evidence 
ard pass it among the jurors, but 
Judge McElhiney would not permit this 
on the ground that the tail was not the 
one Which grew on Mrs. Meade’s cov, 
ard therefore was not germane to the 
subject. 

Recognized by Features. 

Waiving the cow’s tail as a point of 
identification, Mrs. Meade said she could 
recognize her cow by its features. It 
had the most sympathetic face she ever 
saw on a cow. This opened the way for 
a new line of expert testimony. Men 
and women, who know a cow when they 
see one, were put on the stand to testify 
as to wether a cow could be recognized 
by its features. Some said it could and 
some said it couldn't. 

The jury in its verdict gave Mrs. 
Meade the option of taking the cow or 
$60 in cash from Wehmeyer. It also 
awarded to her $100 damages because of 
testimony that while in Wehmever' s] 
possession the cow has had two calves 
and has produced an average of tw? 
gallons of milk a day. She decided to 
take the cow rather than the 360. 

The horniess cow which Mrs. Meade 
refused to accept is still on Kagse- 
baum’s farm. He recently sent to Mrs. 
Meade a bill for $36 for Pasturage for 
a year. She refused to pay it. 

Kassebaum asserts that this cow is 
Mrs. Meade's and says he will continue 
to send bills to her and possibly file 
suit if she refuses to pay for its board.

Has Won “The Chief of Men.“ 
NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Richard W. 
Croker, former leader of Tammany 
Hall, and Miss Beulah Benton Edmond- 
son, a member of the Cherokee Indian 
tribe, who were married here yester- 
day, have gone to the Croker estate 
near Palm Beach, Fla., for their honey- 
moon. He is 73 years old. Her age 
was given here as B, but from Okla- 

homa it is stated that she is 90. 

The wedding took place at the home 
of Nathan Strauss, an old friend of 
Croker’s. The street in front of the 
Strauss home was crowded with men 
and women. Only about % guests were 
invited to the wedding. 

The bride was given away by her un- 
cle, Congressman-elect W. W. Hastings 
of Oklahoma. The bridemaids were 
Miss Frances Fite, a senior at Vassar 
from Muskogee, Ok.; Miss Ethel Brown 
of Dayton, O., and Miss Willla Town- 
send of Memphis, Tenn. Monsignor 
Henry A. Brann, rector of St. Agnes 
Church, performed the ceremony. Cro- 
ker was attended by Thomas F. Smith 
who has been secretary of Tammany 
Hall for years. The bridegroom's gift 
to the bride was a pearl collar. 


Statement of Her History. 


A typewritten statement given out by 
the bride after the ceremony made clear 
a good deal of her life history. Some 
reports before the marriage expressed 
doubt that she really was descended 
from the Indians, pointing out that she 
was blonde and very fair. 

Her statement says she is known as 
Princess Sequoyah or Ketaw Kalun- 
tuchy, among her tribe. Her father, 
the statment continues, was Michael 
Smith Edmondson, a descendant of 
Roger de Montgomery, who was in 
the war of the northern army at the 
battle of Hastings, and her mother 
was Galela Welch, whe descended 
from the famous Chief Sequoyah, in- 
ventor of the Cherokee alphabet. 

Inspired by Pocahontas. 

Croker first saw the girl who be- 
came his bride in Kansas City when 
she was nine years old, according to 
the statement, and he later became 
interested in her teal to make her 
people better understood. Miss Ed- 
mondson got inspiration for her work 
from Pocahontas and other Indian 
girls, she said. She told it thus; 

“I have been inspired by the exam- 
ple of Pocahontas, who did so much 
to make the English people tnder- 
stand our race. Then there was Gac- 
cawagea, the ‘bird woman, who pilot- 
ed the Lewis and Clark expedition 
5000 miles and made it a success. On 
the way back, in crossing the Mis- 
sourl, her husband, a renegade 
Frenchman, upset the canoe. carry-

The indefinite maintenance of troops in Vera 
Crus would not have brought about a settlement 
of the Mexican question for the Mexicans. It 
would have meant that we were there for this 
purpose and it would have been a practical notice 
to the Mexicans that they must arrive at a con- 
clusion satisfactory to us or we would use our 
military power to compel such a conclusion. 

We must accept one of the alternatives. By 
withdrawing we leave the Mexicans free to settle 
their own difficulties. If the troops had remained, 
it would have been in effect the adoption of the 
contrary policy, of enforcing our settlement on the 
Mexicans. The logic of the one leads toward 
peace. The logic of the other leads toward war. 

If we were not prepared and did not intend to 
substitute for revolutionary disturbances in Mex- 
ico war between the United States and the Mex- 
icans, the President is fully justified. 

We believe the great majority of Americans 
indorse the President’s policy of doing everything 
possible to avoid war with Mexico. They do not

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a GEORGIA JUSTICE. 

A jury in a Georgia court has convicted Leo 
M. Frank of murder, He has been sentenced 
to death. There appears to be grave doubt 
Whether he was justly convicted, or is an in- 
nocent man, the victim of a mob spirit dominat- 
ing court, and jury. 

C. P. Connolly, a distinguished publicist and 
a former public prosecutor in Butte, Mont., at- 
tended the trial. He writes: 

When Frank was sentenced he was in no 
danger of lynching—the mob was satisfied 
to let the law take its course, because the law 
had been the obedient handmaid of the mob. 
But before the verdict was rendered, the mab, 
breathing vengeance in the very face of the 
court and jury, let it be known it wonld tol- 
erate nothing but a verdict of guilty. “Inno- 
cent or guilty, we will get the d—d Jew!’ 
was their cry, heard by numbers of respect- 
able citizens. 

The Judge on the bench and in the presence 
of the jury consulted with the chief of the 
State militia and the Chief of Police of At- 
lanta as to the best method of safeguarding 
F'rank’s life in case of a verdict of acquittal. 
The Judge even advised Frank’s lawycrs to 
remain away from the courtroom when the 
jury should bring in their verdict, for fear 
the mob would hang both them and Frank. 
That these eminent lawyers, men of the very 
highest legal attainments and reputation, cor- 
rectly gauged the spirit of the mob, is shown 
by the fact that they did remain away from 
the courtroom. While the Judge was polling 
the jury, in response to the request of the ab- 
sent lawyers, the cheers of the moh outside 
the courtroom so smothered the voices of the 
jurors that the Judge, sitting 10 feet away, 
could not hear their replies. These facts are 
matters of record, admitted by the trial Judge. 
Clearly this was not a fair and impartial trial 

in the spirit of the law, however it may be 
argued to have complied with the letter. 

Mr. Connolly adds: 

The Florida Times-Union of Jacksonville 
said it would have been better had Atlanta 
burned Frank on the State Capitol grounds 
than to have gone through the forms of law 
and enacted go hideous an injustice, 

After a study of every phase of the Frank 
ease for weeks, I am as satisfied of this man’s 
innocence of this crime as I am of my own 
innocence of it. The Judge who tried Frank 
declared from the bench that he could not 
make up *his mind from the evidence that 
Frank was guilty. I tried to discover one law- 
yer in Atlanta who believed him guilty. I 
was curious to know on what he would base 
his judgment. I found only one who was in 
doubt of Frank’s innocence, but who was 
certain that there was no sufficient evidence 
against him. Even this lawyer spoke of 
Frank’s trial as a disgraceful farce. “No Jew | 
in modern times,” said a distinguished lawyer 
and a law partner of the man who prosecut- 
ed Frank, “has been persecuted as this Jew 
has been.” 

Georgia cannot afford to hang any man con- 
victed under such circumstances. Gov. Slaton 
should, and we believe he will, commute Frank’s 
sentence to life imprisonment, thus affording 
further opportunity to develop the truth, and 
seving his State from the possibility of sending 


an innocent man to the gallows. 
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THE BULWARK THAT ORUMPLED. 

Has the battleship game played out? The fate 
of the Audacious, Bulwark and other warships 
sunk by submarines and mysterious explosions 
emphasizes the question. i 

There are not data enough to reach a con- 
clusion, though there are enough for the begin- 
ning of serious discussion. There were those 
who suspected that the, invention of means of 
charging shells with high explosives rendered 
the ponderous steel-clad as obsolete as the arque- 
buse rendered the chain armor of the medieval 
knights. Perhaps that was the reason the in- 
ventor of the high explosive shell had such diffi- 
culty in getting his idea adopted by war depart- 
ments dominated by the munition makers and 
manufacturers of armor plate. 

The world went on building and launching bat- 
tleships, but now, to explosives of almost unpe- 
lievable power, are added practical ways of dé- 
tonating them in the submerged plane below a 
ship and in the aerial plane above it, as well as 
in the plane of the water’s surface. The vulner-

| ability of the formerly secure ship of heavy steel 


protection and large bulk was enormously in- 
creased. 

The fact is that in such measuring of real 
strength at sea as there has been to date 
the honors have been carried off by new and 
stealthy agencies of attack, which have not played 
much part in previous wars. The naval status 
quo is as much disturbed as if in the battle of 
Trafalgar new factors had been introduced which 
rendered the result dependent in much less degree 
on seamanship, speed, weight of metal thrown and 
skill of the men handling the guns. 

Until new and compensating factors are intro- 
duced into the equation, warships will lose a large 
part of their value as dependable armaments. 
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NO AMERICAN INDIAN ‘‘PRINUOESSES.’’ 

Richard Croker is an ex-chief of Tammany and 
perhaps it was to be expected that the temptation 
to call his bride a Cherokee Princess would be 
irresistible.

Among the ships that went to Davy 
Jones’ locker, with the gaping holes 
made by the ' shells in their 
hulls, it is estimated that there were 18 
laden with Calcutta gum which was des- 
tined to bo turned into varnish at the 
local manufactories. The delay ocea- 
sioned by the mixing of the gum with 
sea water nearly caused a famine of 
varnish in Detroit and threatened to 
prevent the paint manufacturers from 
filling orders. The EDmden's accuracy of 
fire was responsible also for a rise in 
the price of the gum from 6 to % cents 
a pound. 

Because of the final destruction of the 
Emden there was a sort of commercial 
jubilation among the paint makers, 
Aside from joy that the gum would 
probably be coming into the shops 
again, the paint makers algo took heart 
in the announcement that after Jan. 1 
colors would be produced in this coum- 
try. Colors have been a foreign ingre- 
dient of paint, and the war cut off the 
supply and boosted prices to the high- 
water mark.

TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 27.—Kansas has

ear for every seventh home within its 
borders. It has rural mail service com- 
plete for 90 of the 105 counties, so that 94 
per cent of the farmers get their mail 
at their door each day. The per capita 


Wealth of the State is a little over 31600. 


The Kansas telephone companies have 
just filed their annual reperts with the 
Public Utilities Commission. This is 
the first time that Kansas has had any 
inkling as to the exact number of téle- 
Phones there are in the State, as it 
was the first year that the companies 
were required tc file the reperts show- 
Ui the exact number of telephones each 
company had in use June 30, 1914. There 
are a few more than 600 telephone com- 
danies and they have a total of a little 
more than 325,000 telephones in the 
homes and business houses of the State 
Moro than one-half of these telephones 
are in the cour.try districts. 

The total population of the State, 
March 1, was 1,672,106; so that here is 4 
telephone for each five persons within 
the State. It is usually estimated that 
the average family consists of ſwe per- 
sons, so here is a telephone for every 
family. Of course, thie is not literally 
true, as there are many homes without 
telephones, but there are a’ few with 
two phones and many business houses 
have three to half a dozen lines. 

The companies figure the telephones 

on the actual number of stations, and 
if a home or business house has an ex- 
tension set with two or three instru- 
ments, but only one line connecting 
all of them, it is listed as one station. 
A firm with a private branch exchange 
may have 100 instruments, but only 
three trunk lines, and it is credited 
with three telephones. Each subscriber 
on @ party line is listed as a separate 
telephone. 
It is asserted by the Kansas Inde- 
pendent Telephone Association that no 
other state has so universal telephone 
service as has Kansas. A large major- 
ity of the 600 companies are mntual 
lines in the rural districts. Some of the 
mutual companies have several thou- 
sand subscribers and complete tele- 
phone equipment, even to reasonably 
extensive toll lines. 

The service varies from the most up- 


§ to-date guipment to the oldest type of 


instrumsuts connected „tu . barbed 
wires uséd for fencing. Some of the 
ranches in the southwestern corner of 
the State have telephone plants of their 
own, and use one of the barbed wires

Thus far in the fiscal year there have 


4 been 47,200 motor cars licensed in Kan- 


sas. This, of course, includes several 
hundred commercial trucks used in the 
cities, but most of the cars are family 
vehicles. Taking tbe same population 
figures as used in figuring the per cap- 
ita telephones, it is found that there is 
a motor car in Kansas for every 34 
persons. This is a little better than one 
car for each seven families, but if the 
commercial cars were entirely eliminat- 
ed, it is estimated that the per capita 
motor car distribution would be just one 
for each seven families. 

Kansas seems likely to cut down this 
per capita and have one motor car for 
each six families before the end of the 
present fiscal year, June 30, 1915. The 
motor car licenses.are being recordéd 
at the rate of nearly 100 a day, and 
have been during September and Octo- 
ber. In one western county 16 cars 
were licensed in one day by farmers. 
All but two of these cars are listed at 
more than $1000 each. 

Farmers who have sold their whea*’ 
are investing in motor cars, and those 
who haven't sold their wheat are giv- 
ing chattel mortgages on the crop te 
buy cars. Checking the list of new li- 
censes, shows that 98 per cent of the 
cars are bought by farmers.
